THE ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MEDICAL OFFICER OF HEALTH 
FOR THE YEAR 1966 


Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


I have the honour to submit my Annual Report for 1966. 


The estimated mid-year population was 4,920, an increase 
of 80 over the preceding Year. 


57 live births were registered during the Year and in the 
same period there were 89 deaths. 


The corrected birth rate of 14-5 per 1,000 population is 
slightly higher than the rate of the preceding Year and perhaps the 
downward trend over the past number of years has passed its nadir but the 
rate is still well below the national rate of 17-7 per 1,000 population. 


There were no stillbirths and only one child died in the 
first year of, life. The cause of death in this case being congenital 
malformation.

81% of all deaths occurred after the age of 65 years and 58% after the age 
of 75 years. 


The deoding causes of death in the Urban District are those which might 
be expected in this type of population and environment. Disease of the heart 
and circulation was responsible for 54% of all deaths. Cancer was killer No. 2 
and caused 20% of all deaths. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASES 


1966 was a further year of freedom from any notable outbreak of infectious 
disease. 


Apart from cases of measles, in the main a carry over from the 1965 
epidemic and one new case of Pulmonary Tuberculosis there is little of 
consequence to report, 


There is now a safe and effective vaccine available but it is not yet 
policy to offer routine immunisation of all children as the length of the period 
of conferred immunity is uncertain and it might be that the disease was merely 
being postponed to later in life when measles can be more serious, 


However by continuing observation of the 36,000 children innoculated 2 
years ago the effective period should soon be determined, 


Tuberculosis. 


Although the fatality rate of Tuberculosis is now very low, there has not 
been a death in the Urban District since 1959, the incidence of this disease is 
still appreciable and with the one further case notified in 1966 there are now 
32 known cases in Sheringhan. 
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PREVENTION OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE 


The following data relates to Norfolk Area 2 which also includes 
Cromer Urban District and Erpingham Rural District. 


B.C.G. VACCINATION 


This vaccine is offered to children over the age of 12 years as a 
protection against tuberculosis,

The children who were found to be positive were referred for 
x-ray of chest, but in no case was active disease present. 


In addition to the above, 21 children at private schools were 
tested, of whom 19 were found to be negative, the other 2 being positive. 
17 of the 19 negatives were vaccinated. 26 children were tested at 
Gresham County Primary School as contacts; all were found to be negative. 


SMALLPOX VACCINATION

The best age at which to vaccinate children is towards the end of the 
first year or in the second year of life, and it is estimated that of 355 
chilaren reaching the age of two years in 1966, 246 had been protected. 93 of 
these children were vaccinated under the age of one year in 1965 and 153 
between the age of one to two years in 1966. 


This is just over a 70% protection rate.

In the area, 363 children were born in 1965. Of these children, 93 had 
completed their course in 1965 and 215 completed the course in 1966. In all, 308, 
or 85% of them were vaccinated. 


As each year about 40 children in their second year are immunised, over 
90% of children are protected before they reach their second birthday and 
poliomyelitis has not occurred in the area since 1959, - 


Certain statements in the Annual Report of the Medical Officer of Health 
of Blackburn for 1965, which were published in 1966 were interpreted and published in 
the press at that time as evidence of a possible association of poliomyelitis vaccine 
with congenital malformation. The Ministry of Health Sub-Committee on Poliomyelitis 
vaccination has now reviewed the data and can find no evidence of any such association. 


The importance of maintaining this high protection rate is obvious for 
where public immunity is at a low rate, poliomyelitis may still rapidly reach 
epidemic proportions as happened in Blackburn where there were 52 cases in 1965,

Of the 363 children born in 1965, 301 or 83% were immunised before the end 
of 1966, That is 134 in 1965 and 167 in 1966. The earliest age at which a 
child will complete the course is 6 months, so that only those children born 
before ist. July, 1966, are included in the figure 129 shown in the above table. 


382 children of school age received either primary or booster doses of the 
vaccines. 


TETANUS IMMUNISATION. 


Protection against tetanus is given either by means of the single tetanus 
toxoid, or in combination with diphtheria and whooping cough immunisation.

A good rate of protection was maintained and 661 school children were 
immunised, 


After a full primary course of tetanus toxoid, a useful level of immunity 
persists, and may be permanent in many subjects. A re-inforcing dose given 
every five years will invariably maintain a satisfactory level of protection; 
two or three such doses usually suffice for life, hence it is desirable to 
give children the primary dose in infancy with booster doses at 5, 10 and 
15 years. 


/General Provisions. 
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GENERAL PROVISIONS OF THE HEALTH SERVICE FOR 1966 


For the purpose of carrying out the services provided by the Norfolk County 
Council under the National Health Service Act of 1946, the Cromer Urban District, the 
Sheringham Urban District and the Erpingham Rural District are combined to form 
County Area No. 2. These services include midwifery, the care of mothers and young 
children, vaccination and immunisation, home nursing, mental health, prevention of 
illness (care and after-care) home helps and ambulance service. 


Maternity and Child Welfare. 


The district is served by eleven District Nurse/Midwives, many of whom are 
also qualified Health Visitors. Cromer and Sheringham and the area between also 
enjoy the services of a full-time Health Visitor.

Holt - 2B.R. C. S., H.Q.,Norwich Road 2nd. Tuesday in month. 
Overstrand — 3B.R.C.S., Cliff Road 2nd, Tuesday in month. 
Giminghan - Church Hall 3rd. Tuesday in month. 


The Clinic at Sheringham on the first Tuesday and at Cromer on the first 
Thursday of each month is attended by the Medical Officer, The Medical Officer 
also attends the Clinic each month at Gimingham, Mundesley and Matlaske, 


All children under five years of age are visited regularly in their homes 
by the Health Visitor, who takes over from the midwife when the baby is two weeks 
old. Children of five years and over come under the supervision of the School Health 
Service. 


Cervical Cytology. 


One of the current talking points in preventive medical care is the 
possibility of early diagnosis if Cancer of the Cervix by cervical smears and their 
cytological examination, and in May 1966 we were fortunate that a Clinic was 
started at the Cromer Health Office where smears could be taken. 


This Clinic which is in the care of a family doctor. is run im conjunction 
with and under the auspices of the Family Planning Association. Accommodation for the 
Clinic and basic equipment used is provided by the County Health Committee. 


In the period from May to the end of 1966 113 cervical smears were examined 
and there were 69 patients on the register who attended for family planning reasons, 


Cervical smears can of course also be taken at the family doctors Surgery 
and with the expansion of laboratory facilities in the County all examinations can be 
dealt with rapidly. 


It is fine to see public interest in a procedure likely to lead to the 
prevention of unnecessary deaths as 2,500 women die each year in England and Wales 
from cancer of the cervix. It is worth remembering that this number of deaths is one 
tenth of the total deaths from lung cancer and half the number of deaths caused by 
lung cancer in women, 


If people just gave up smoking many more lives would be saved more quickly 
and more cheaply than by an elaborate system of cervical smears.

School Medical Services. 


During the third term of 1965 a scheme for the detection of partial 
deafness in children was started, and this continued during 1966. This involves 
the testing, with audiometer, of all children in the six-year old age group. 


In 1966, 306 children were examined and some degree of hearing loss 
was found in 17 children. These children were referred to their family 


doctors or to the E. N. T. Consultant when this was indicated, or placed for 
observation by the School Medical Officer,

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SANITARY CIRCUMSTANCES OF THE AREA 


The Report of the Surveyor and Public Health Inspector 


Water. —- The Eastern Gas Board serve water to all the properties within 
the Urban District by a piped supply. The collecting ground, pumping 
station and reservoirs are situated in the Sheringham Woods, a situation 
which is isolated and enclosed approximately half~a-mile South of the 
Town, 


The water is derived:-— 


(a) From springs situated within the collecting grounds and stored in 
reservoirs. 


(b) From two deep wells sunk in chalk approximately 400 feet deep. 
The water is pumped into a reservoir at a higher level to supply 
by gravitation the high-lying parts of the Town. 


(i) (a) Quelity of Water. - On behalf of the Eastern Gas Board, the 
Counties Public Health Laboratory carried out monthly bacteriological 
examinations and half-yearly chemical analysis of the treated water 
as supplied in the Urban District during the period under review, all 
of which proved to be of a very high standard of purity. Certificates 
giving the result of these bacteriological and chemical examinations 
are exhibited in the Showroom of the Eastern Gas Board's premises in 
Sheringham, for the perusal of the general public. Chlorine residue 
tests are carried out daily on the Spring and Well waters. 


(b) Quantity of Water. — The quantity of water supplied in the Urban 
District is sufficient for all purposes during dry weather. The 
quantity of water obtained from the various springs naturally varies 
a little during the Summer and dry weather, but the level of the 
water in the boreholes varies little however much it is pumped and 
has never shown signs of failing. 


‘ (4i) The water supplied within the Urban District is not liable to plumbo- 


solvent action, as the p.H Reaction of the water is neutral or on the 
alkaline side of neutrality. All the water service pipes are laid on in 
galvanised wrought iron. 


(iii) No action has been found necessary in respect of any form of contamination 


of the water supply. A new pressure filter has been added in order that 
both boreholes can be used at the same time, This pressure filter is a 
duplicate of the one installed in 1933 and takes out the excess iron in 
the borehole water.

Drainage and Sewerage. - The Urban District is sewered throughout with a 
system needing improvement as it is not capable of dealing with 
excessive and sudden rainfall. 

The Council's Consulting Engineers submitted schemes for:- 


(a) The provision of a 24in. dia. C.I. pipe Sea Outfall 367 yards long 
to replace the present defective and worn out Outfall Pipe, and 


(b) Relieving the main sewers at points of surcharge.

The work of providing the new 24in. dia. Sea Outfall sewer was completed 
in March, 1963. Work commenced on part of Scheme (b) Contract No. 3 in 
October, 1963, and was completed in February, 1966. 


3. Rivers and Streams. - One stream runs through the Urban District and it 
has not been found necessary to take any action during the period to check 
pollution. 


4, (a) Closet Accommodation. All houses, excepting two modern, one old house and 
three unfit houses, in the Urban District are connected to the sewer and 
have moderm type water closets. 


(bv) Public Cleansing. House refuse bins are emptied once weekly, using an 
: 18 cu. yd. diesel Karrier "Dual-Tip" refuse collection vehicle for this 
service. It is found necessary in the Summer months to make twice 
weekly collections of refuse from boarding houses and hotels, House 
refuse is disposed of by the method of controlled tipping on a site on the 
outskirts of the District. Trade Refuse is collected separately and the 
cost of collection recovered from the occupier. 


(c) Sghools. The Schools are of a modern type, the water supply and sanitary 
conditions being quite satisfactory. 


(ad) Premises and Occupations Controlled by Byelaws. There is no Common Lodging 
House or Offensive Trade in the Urban District. 


(e) Offices, Shops and Railway Premises Act, 1963. A total number of 123 
premises have now been registered under this Act, representing a 1 
registration achieved at the end of the Year, 1966.

Two sites within the Urban District have been licensed 
under the Caravan Sites and Control of Development Act, 1960, conforming 
with the model standards and providing standings and all the facilities 
required for one hundred and thirty-nine caravans. 


Smoke Abatement. No action under this heading has been found necessary. 


Swimming Baths and Pools. There are no swimming baths or pools open to 
the public in the Urban District, 


Eradication of Bed Bugs. No evidence has been found of bed bugs in this 
Urban District. 


Inspection and Supervision of Food 


Milk Supply. There are no milk producers or cowkeepers within the Urban 
District. 


The Norfolk County Council is the Licensing Authority for 
designated milks, 


Fortynine samples of Pasteurised milk have been taken during the period 
by the Norfolk County Council Medical Officer's Department from the 
Sheringham premises and vehicles of East Coast Dairies Ltd. Sixtyfour 
samples satisfied the Phosphatase Test and six were void in the Methylene 
Blue Test owing to overnight shade temperature exceeding 70°F, 


Ice Cream. Six samples of Ice Cream were taken during the period from 
retailers in the Urban District and submitted to the Public Health 
Laboratory Service, Norwich, for bacteriological examination, resulting 
in all samples being Provisional Grade 1, 


Adulteration, Chemical and Bacteriological Examination of Food. The 
appropriate Authority under this heading is the Norfolk County Council, 


Nutrition. No special work on the dissemination of knowledge on this 
subject has been considered necessary. 


Shellfish. No shellfish are gathered within the area of the Urban 
District. 


Food Hygiene Regulations. Inspections of food premises in the Urban 
District have been made and it has been unnecessary to take any 
statutory or legal action in this matter. 


Meat Inspection. There are six butchers shops within the Urban District. 


One Slaughterhouse is licensed in the Urban District, which is 
owned and used by a Sheringham hbutcher for the supply of meat to his 
retail business in the Town. 


Two Sheringham butchers use slaughterhouses situate in the 
adjoining Rural District for their meat supply, the remainder purchase 
their meat from fresh meat wholesalers.
